In the case of Patrick Murphy, a per- 
sonating agent gave evidence of an attempt 
to vote at Whitefriar street in the name of 
Patrick O'Connell 12 Upper Mercer street.

The personating agent 
knew that she could not be the person named, 
and on her refusing to take the oath she 
was handed over to the police.

The defendant did not reply. 

Thomas Fleming, 79 Eccles street, was 
charged with personation at the polling booth 
in Dorset street (North Dublin constituency). 

William Malvey, 108 St. Stephen's Green, 
who acted as personating agent, said that at 
7.45 o'clock the defendant entered the booth 
and gave the name '' Thomas Fleming.” He 
was challenged, and said that he was the 
person on the register. He was sworn then 
and was allowed to vote. The witness knew 
that the Thomas Fleming on the register was 
a Senate voter, and to vote for the Senate a 
person must over thirty years of age. 

The defendant gave evidence, and said he 
was twenty-two years of age. He received a 
card from one of the parties seeking election 
and thought that he was entiled to vote. His 
father died on Christmas Eve last. 

To Mr. Cooper—His father seldom voted. 
He did not wish to personate anyone and 
had never voted. 

Mr. Cooper, having referred to a section of 
the Electoral Act, said that the offence had 
not been established to his satisfaction. He 
did not think that the defendant had ‘“‘guilty 
knowledge.” He dismissed the charge. 

Charles Keogh, 142 Oxmantown road, was 
charged on the ground that, being an ex- 
member of the National Army, he was a 
postal voter. 

Mr. O'Reilly, who represented the de- 
fendant, contended that no offence was com- 
mitted by him, inasmuch as he was a voter.

LAST STAGE IN THE DAIL, 


The Dail yesterday concluded the con- 
sideration of the Senate’s 109 amendments 
to the Local Government Bill. The Dail 
accepted them all except six, and of those 
two were agreed to in part. 

The amendments rejected are (1) that 
coroners must hold inquests ; (2) increased 
fines for animals wandering on the roads ; 
(3) exclusion of franchise fees for pension- 
able purposes; (4) rights of Local Govern- 
ment offioers resigned to take up positions 
under the Government. 

The Dail altered slightly the Senate's 
provision for the qualification for nomina- 
tion for election to a county council, and 
disagreed with the retrospective provisions 
of the new section granting relief from 
rates on buildings erected since 1920. 


QUESTIONS. 


AMOUNT OF INCOME TAX 
ARREARS. 


The Speaker took the chair at 3. 14 p.m. 

Mr. Alfred Byrne asked the Minister for 
Finance if he could state what proportions of 
the sum of £5,008,000 received as property 
and income tax during the current financial 
year to 21st February was attributable to (a) 
arrears of tax from previous years; (b) super- 
tax, and (c) mineral rights duty; what pro- 

ion of the total figure, £5,008,000, was 
erived from investments, and other sources 
of income outside Saorstat Eireann. 

Mr. Blythe said that it was difficult to give 
accurate figures for a broken period.

abnormal arrears of income tax. It was not 
money to state how much of the balance had 
deen derived from sources outside the Saor- 
stat.

The provision in the estimates for 1924-25 
for all services administered by the Revenue 
Commissioners (Customs, Excise, Stamps, 
Death Duties and Income Tax) was £640,000.

NEW HOUSING BILL. 

President Cosgrave obtained leave to intro- 
duce a bill to facilitate the provision of 
dwellinghouses, and for that purpose to 
authorise the making of grants to sons 
and local authorities providing such houses; 
to amend the Housing (Building Facilities) 
Acts, 1924, and to make other provisions 
contributing to an increased supply of 
dwellinghouses. 

He said that the bill that was passed last 
year was a real success, and the amount of 
money provided for the building of houses 
was nearly exhausted. A few of the points 
on which the new bill differed from that of 
last year were concerned with the removal 
of the restriction as to the selling price, and 
it was not proposed to re-introduce the sec- 
tion dealing with building material. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 
COMMISSIONERS TO REPLACE 
ELECTED BODIES. 


The House resumed the consideration of 
the Senate’s amendments to the Local Go- 
vernment Bill. 

The Minister for Local Government moved 
the acosptance of an amendment which would 
allow County Councils or Borough Councils 
to delegate their daties to Commissioners a 
pointed by the Minister, who would remain 
in power until the next election. 

Mr. Johnson said that the object of the 
Senate’s amendment was clearly to allow a 
majority of the County Council to conspire 
with the Minister to destroy [pcal govern- 
ment institations over the head of the elec- 
torate. It went a long way towards re- 
volutionising the system of local government 
and destroying local responsibilities. 

Mr. Burke, in reply, said that he believed 
that if he were to bring in a proposal to 
institute Commissioners all over the country 
such a measure would have a great amount 
of support. Very few persons in the 
country could afford to devote the time 
necessary to discharge the complicated duties 
of the local authorities, particularly borough 
and County Councils. It was becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to get persons to carry 
out those duties. ere the demand for 
the delegation of those duties to ey 
came from the elected representatives them- 
selves, he saw nothing contrary to demo- 
cratic principle in allowing that to be done.
